John Grant, Esq., M.(P. P., who ar- 
rived last evening by"tht»'steamor Otter 
has kindly furniahcd tho fallowing inter- 
eating news itema : 

Tho population of tho mining region of 
Cassiar ha.i boon smalliT this your than 
usual, but the output, pur man haa boon 
much better. During the paat ao.tson there 
have been about 880 - men' employed in 
the mines, the amount tak<Mi out ranging 
from §150,000 to §175,000. There were 
ill tho mines in Ca.'-.si.ir, ab.jut 75 
white men and 50 Cliinainon who would 
work i\t intervals during the winter. A 
godd dual of |)ro.spoctilig would al.so 
bo done by driving tunnels in tho hdl 
sides, and in aome instances with chances 
of {^.lod results. The outlook for nest 
3-car i.i fully equal to that of tho present 
year, and may turn out suniiynhut bettor. 

There were 14 Ghiuunioii down tho 
Doloiro river last spring of whom four 
wore lo.st on tho way in a boat, but the 
remaining Chinamen made from §5 to 
SIO per day. Four white men workin^,' at 
no great distance from this party did well 
id.so, and two of thorn will winter there. 
In this section of tlui country there are at 
present tivu white men pro.spectiiig, and 
tlu-y will j)robably return a.s soon hh the 
ice is forineil. Tho weather was cold on 
the Deloiro river in tho early part of Oo- 
tobor, but the middle of the month was 
pleasant and mild. 

On tho 25th ult. the gold c<unini.HsioiK'r, 
A. W. Vc;wiill, Esij. , was at TeleL;vupli 
Creek, Stiolo'i'U river, but wa.s lo return 
to tho niine-i at once. 

During the summer a man named 
Cliouqiiotte, a French Canadian, went up 
a struuni wltich falls into tho Stickeon 
rivnr a short distance from the boundary, 
of 1'25 luile.s and found gc^ld I'rospecl.s 
v.liich will induce him to return in the 
spring w ith a proper outfit and a few men 
to assist him. Report says that ho made 
from -SB to ?G per day and is now residing 
at Wrangel. 

"Mr. Grant brought with hiui a nug 
gut of irregular form weighing about 18 
oz. worth about S'270, which wa.s found 
on Thiljert's Creek, in Bradley A' Dris- 
L'oH'a claim during the present suuimcr. 
Thi.s was found on a hill channel about 
'JOG foot above the present bod of Iho 
creek.

Messrs. J. D. Kobinson, James Deans 
and two others came down from Skide- 
gate Bay last evening. They wore at tho 
bay seven months, having gono up in tho 
interest of tho anthracite coal company. 
New timbers were put in tha old tunnels 
and tho tunnels cleared of do'bris. Tho 
men then heg.an to take out coal, secur- 
ing in all about Uo tuns. They found a 
new seam riinning parallel with the old 
one, four feet thick, from which they ob- 
tained a superior article of anthracite.

A TERRIBLEa CAUMITY AT 
HALIFAX. 

A17 ASYLU3C FOB TBS POOZl 
STONED DO'WIT. 

Flft.7 Lives Supposed to bo Lost. 

ILvLiFAX, Nov. 7. — A fire broke out 
about midnight in the Eastern and I'ro- 
vinoial ^a^lnm,'an immense six story 
brick structure, containing about 4C0 peo- 
ple. At l:30'lialf the buildin- v/as a 
ma-iS of Haines. 'Iho tire oi-i;/inat.-d in 
tho bakery whore L'l corels of wo. id were 
stored. The flames catching this, spread 
with lightning ra^ddity, soon enveloping 
that part of the building used as a hospi- 
tal. The inmates rusHed about tho build- 
ing ill great confusion. The work of gett- 
ing the inmates out was very-dilUcult. It 
is thought most of thoso conhnod in tho 
hospital were saved, but it is feared a 
number were lost. The entire fire bri- 
gade were on tho scene but could do but 
little as hardly any water was obtain- 
able. 

PfLL rAllTlot'LAIl.S. 

About I'J o'clock hi.^t night fire bmke 
out in the bakehoii.se in the basement of 
Eliuez poor a.syluni buildings. How it 
originated is not known. 'I'lie smell of 
smouldering wood spread throuijh the 
dormitories and caused tho utmost terror 
among, ,the 40Q or 500 inmates in the 
building. There was no immediate dang- 
er, so the ollicials of tho asylum did not 
take stejis to remove the inmates. An 
alarm Wiia sounded and the stroke of the 
boll hud scarcely cum inonuod when tho 
reels woro run tuit of the engine house. 
A few people who hail not retired and 
others who lived in tho neighliorliood ran 
to the building and found that the smoke 
issued from windows all over the building 
but no firemen wore to be socli. In the 
west wing old women and children w ere 
seeu at tho windows crying to be let out 
and, as they began breaking tho glass, ii 
was found they would throw themselves 
to tho ground. Tho stairways were crowd- 
ed and out caino women nursing infunl.i, 
old grey headed grandmother.s and feeble 
old men. Then it becainu known that 
those in tho upper wards and wiug were 
helpless. Firemen and others who were 
among the early arrivals hastened up 
and willing haiidn were soon gettin;,'

Down the winding stairs. The work wa.s 
necessarily slow, but tinally that wing 
was emptied. In the meantime the 
flainos in the basement had spread to a 
long airshi^t elevator reaching to the 
top of the mam building. The draught 
hero swept the flames upwards with tre- 
moiidouH force and in a few seconds the 
heaviest part of tho conflagration was in 
in tho top of tho main building. The 
story just under the oaves in this building 
was used as a hoipital and in it w-eru 
about 70 patients, must of them helpless.

But without guidance could do nothing 
in the immense building and had to re- 
turn to the yard. An attempt was mado 
to raiao ladders to the window*, but the 
ladders were too abort, and after a fire- 
man w.as knocked down by falling brick, 
and it was seen that tho ladders even 
woiild be swppt oway in a few minutea, 
the' attempt o'e.ised.
